Royal Canadian Air Force head¬ 
quarters at Ottawa has announced 
that Flight Lieutenant Kenneth H, 
Whittington of Oshawa and Flying 
Officer J. C. Gibbs of Bowmanville 
have been awarded the Distinguish, 
ed Flying Cross for outstanding 
service during operations overseas. 

The citation for the award to F/L 
Whittington Is as follows: 

"This officer has completed a tour 
of operational duty during which he 
has taken part in attacks on a wide 
variety of targets In Germany and 
France Including such heavily de¬ 
fended objectives as Berlin, Han¬ 
over, and Frankfurt. In December. 
1943. while on the way to the target 
he encountered strong opposition 
from enemy fighters. The rudder of 
his aircraft was damaged and F/L 
Whittington had great difficulty In 
keeping to his course. Nevertheless 
he flew on and successfully complet¬ 
ed his mission. This officer's tour 
has been marked by the courage 
and skill he has <5 -.played w.i* the 
determination with which he has 
always pressed home his attacks." 

Flying Officer Gibbs, who is a son 
of Edward J. Gibbs, of Bowmanville 
was decorated with a number of 
other airmen under the Joint cita¬ 
tion:—"The following officers and 
airmen have completed in various 
capacities many successful opera, 
tions against the enemy In which 
they have displayed high skill, for¬ 
titude, and devotion to duty". 

F/L Whittington was born at 
Bu'k’s Falls, Ontario, In September, 
1916 and came to Oshawa when four 
years of age. He attended Centre 
Street and North Oshawa Public 
Schools and the O.C.V.I. and at the 
time of his enlistment worked with 
hlj brother In the radio repair bus¬ 
iness. 

Enlisting with the R.C.AP. at 
Toronto in October, 1941, he trained 
at Brandon, Belleville, Oshawa and 
fCentralia and became a sergeant 
pilot in November, 1942, one month 
before proceeding overseas.

AFTER OPERATIONS 

Flying Officer L. B. Carson 
Crossed Alps Many 
Times 

In its official casualty list on 
Monday the Royal Canadian Air 
Force Headquarters listed Flying 
Officer Lawrence Bartlett Carson, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. John Carson 
of Courtice and formerly of 463 
! Athol Street East, Oshawa. was be¬ 
lt g missing after air operations 
overseas. In conversation with his 
mother, The Times-Gazette learned 
that the family received notifica¬ 
tion some weeks ago and are hope¬ 
ful that he may be ft prisoner of 
wax. 

Mrs. Carson stated that while 
her son was not able to say muen 
about his activities overseas In his 
letters, he had written about taking 
part in mtnelaylng operations over 
the Baltic. He also dropped pam¬ 
phlets on the coast of the Mediter¬ 
ranean and had crossed the Alps in 
his bomber on raids on numerous 
occasions. 

F.O. Carson was bom in Toronto 
but received his education in Osli- 
awa being' a honor graduate of 
I the Oshawa Collegiate and Voca- 
I tional Institute in the Senior Mat- i 
riculation course. He was a mem- 
bers of St. George's Anglican I 
Church and was active in tne 
Young People's Union. 

A member of the Second Battal¬ 
ion of the Ontario Tank Regiment, 
he was the first officer called for 
active service when the regiment 
was mobilized in 1940 and was very 
highly regarded by the officers of 
the unit who believed he had a 
•brilliant army career before him. 

I Enlisting in the Royal Canadian 
Air Force he was stationed at Man¬ 
ning Pool, Toronto and later re¬ 
ceived training at Brandon, Van¬ 
couver and Regina before complet¬ 
ing his course, at No. 1 Bombing 
and Gunnery School at Jarvis on ( 
September 27. 1941. In his final 
examinations he received over 80 
per cent, in all subjects and had 
the distinction of being presented, 
with two sets of wings as a qualified 
pilot and observed on that occasion.

RAYMOND TAGGART 
MISSING AFTER 
AIR OPERATIONS 

Was Expected Home by His 
Mother in Near 
Future 

Pilot-Officer W. Raymond Tag¬ 
gart, son of Mrs. Eva Taggart of 
the Coronation Apartments, 14 On¬ 
tario Street, is reported missing. 

Although it is only a little less 
than a year since ‘Ray’ Taggart 
was reported missing while engaged 
in coastal patrol work at Gibraltar, 
and he turned up two months later 
after being interned in Spain, this 
message is regarded by his mother 
as being more serious, owing to 
the importance of the flight work 
in which he was engaged recently. 

When Mrs. Taggart received the 
cable from England with the news 
that her son was missing, she was 
sure it was an announcement of 
his arrival in Canada. He had 
spent the past eighteen months in 
arduous flying and was due for a 
furlough at home. In his last let¬ 
ters. received in April, and in post 
cards dated from England as late 
as May 21st, he spoke of seeing his 
mother, and his sister, Miss Jean 
Taggart, very soon. 

Expected Home Soon 

“That may have been one of his 
last flights before leaving for 
hame,’' said Mrs. Taggart. “He 
was engaged in what is known as 
an operational tour and It was al¬ 
most completed. We were sure that 
we would have him with us for a 
time at least." 

Raymond Taggart was born In 
Midland In 1917 and came to Osh¬ 
awa with his parents in 1934. He 
was a graduate In Technical stu¬ 
dies at the O.C.VJ. and was em¬ 
ployed as a metal finisher for four 
years with General Motors. He was 
a member of the local Sea Cadets. 

Before the war broke out his 
keen Interest in aviation had se¬ 
cured him a flying license and he 
was thoroughly equipped for his 1 
I job when he joined the Royal Ca- 
1 nadian Air Force in 1940. It was in 
June, 1942, when he was still a 
flight-sergeant, that he was re¬ 
ported missing and was interned 
in Spain, where, according to let¬ 
ters sent his family, he and his 
companions were treated royally 
and allowed to visit many parts of 
the countr.y Two months later 
they were back in England. Mrs. 
Taggart, who had been grieving for 
her only son as lost, was overjoyed ; 
to get the good news. 

In January, 1943. he was made 
warrant officer and wrote his mo¬ 
ther gaily: "It’s Just Brother step 


up the ladder.” In March of this 
year, when he was promoted as 
pilot officer, another enthusiastic 
letter arrived: 

“I’ve made it, Mom. It's the 
thing I wanted more than any¬ 
thing else in the world.” His mo¬ 
ther and sister knew what it would 
mean to him. He had spent long 
hours in spare time, before the war 
broke out, studying anything he 
could lay his hands on in connec¬ 
tion with flying aeroplanes. He was 
expert in his profession. 

"He was such a good little fellow 
always,” said his mother, forgetting 
the six-foot stature of her fair- 
haired son and remembering only 
with the backward-looking eyes of 
mothers, the good little lad who 
had always been such a comfort to 
her as he grew up. 

On the bookshelves of the pretty 
apartment where Mrs. Taggart and 
her daughter sat and talked in low 
voices were rows and rows of books 
sent home from England by the 
enthusiastic airman. “Wings of 
War, an illustrated Air Force An¬ 
thology”; "Readiness at Dawn”, 
and “The High Courts of Heaven”, 
were the titles of just a few of 
them, the last recalling to mind 
that fanciful idea that has sprung 
into being during this war, that 
these eagle-eyed young fliers don't 
really come down to earth again 
when they pass on, but stay up 
there n their beloved element, go- 
I ing on to eternity through a hole 
' in the sky. “Per Ardua ad Astra." 

During his year and a half In 
England, when he saw service in 
many air theatres of war, Flying- 
Officer Taggart had as a constant 
companion on his flights a friend 
he made in England, Samuel G. 
Sabin, who was his companion 
when they crashed in Spain and 
who was with him as observer rfur-

Cable States He Took Pari 
in Operations on

On Sunday morning Mr. and Mrs.

authorities overseas conveying the 
Information that their son, Flight 
Sergeant Ray Taggart was missing 
following air operations on June 3. 
Members of the family are anxious¬ 
ly awaiting further word in the 
hope that more favorable news will 
be received. 

Flight Sergeant Taggart was born 
in Midland, Ontario, 26 years ago, 
and moved to Oshawa with his par¬ 
ents about eight years ago. He at¬ 
tended the Oshawa Collegiate and 
Vocational Institute and is a grad¬ 
uate of the technical classes. He was 
then employed for four years by 
General Motors of Canada Limited 
as a metal finisher.

SAID MISSING 
FAMILY LEARNS 

Was First Resident of Corn¬ 
wall to Join the 
R. C. A. F. 


Mr. and Mrs. W. H. Birks, 215 
King Street East, have received 
word from Ottawa that their son, 
Plight Sergeant Richard Salisbury 
Birks is missing on active service 
after air operations overseas. Mr. 
and Mrs. Birks came to Oshawa 
from Cornwall about one year ago. 
Flight Sergeant Birks was not a 
resident of Oshaw». 

He was the first person in Corn¬ 
wall to enlist in the R.C-A.F. His 
mother informed the Times-Gazette 
that was waiting for the recruiting 
station to open at 8 o'clock that he 
might get into the Air Force and do 
his part for his country. That was 
in 1941. He completed his training 
before his nineteenth birthday and 
1 presentation of wings was delayed 
I for two weeks until he was nineteen 
! years of age. 

The missing pilot sailed for over¬ 
seas in January 1942. A few days 
out the transport was a victim of 
submarine warfare and the troops 
were returned to Canada. Richard 
Birks spent two weeks with his 
parents here and then sailed for 
overseas on February 9, 1942. In 
England he became a Sgt, Pilot and 
was then made an instructor. In 
May 1942, he gave up his position as 
an instructor and rejoined the 
fighting units. When his mother 
expressed fear of his safety and 
wished he had remained an instruc¬ 
tor he replied "If you could see the 
smiles on the faces of the Dutch 
when one of our planes flies over. 
They stand up on wagons and cheer 
us.’’ He felt he could not remain 
inactive while the people of the 
oocupied countries remained under 
Nazi domination. 

Mr. and Mrs. Birks received a 
cable from their son, who had been 
named Flight Sergeant about three 
months ago, and he informed them 
that he was in London on leave. 
He had received a letter from the 
Admiralty and was to call there. 
That was the last word his parents 
received from him nnd they have 
not yet been informed of the reason 
for the call from the Admiralty. 

Flight Sergeant Birks was bom 
in Cornwall twenty years ago. He 
was educated in Syracuse and 
Cornwall. He was an outstanding 
athlete and established the Upper 
New York State championship for 
sprinting, which still stands. He 
Had received a number of medals 
for sprinting and was an excellent 
basketball and football player.

Swimming Ability — Ex¬ 
plosion Knocked Him 
Out of Bunk—First Life¬ 
boat Sunk—Another Air¬ 
man From Blackwater, 
Whose Father Lives Here. 
Among Missing. 


Surviving a torpedo attack on the 
SS. Caribou when many of his 
friends lost their lives, ACI Fred A. 
Langley, Oshawa returned here 
Mtnday afternoon to be greeted at 
the C.N.R. station by his parents. 
Mr. and Mrs. J. H Langley, 95 
John St. 

'T’ve seen more in the last week 
than I thought I’d ever see In a 
lifetime," the 23 year old Oshawa 
lad told The Tlmes-Gazette after 
arriving at his home, where friends 
had gathered to welcome him. 

"He’s the luckiest chap on earth 
to be alive, I think," declared his 
mother, “and wd* surely were glad 
to see him as he got off the train 
today." 

Looking the picture of stalwart 
hedth. but speaking with some 
hesitation, the local map miracul¬ 
ously saved from the fate tnai over, 
took so many, said the Caribou 
left Nova Scotia for Newfound¬ 
land on October 13, just a week 
ago. today. 

'We were at sea about six hours 
before the torpedo struck," he re¬ 
lated. I was in my bunk asleep, 
and the explosion knocked most ot 
us out of our bunks. We knew 
what had happened and groped 
our way out on deck. It was about 
four o’clock in the morning and 
pretty dark. Almost immediately 
the ship listed to port. I Jumped 
Into the sea and after a while got 
iuto a lifeboat, but It sunk. Then 
I swam around for 15 or 20 min¬ 
utes before getting into another 
boat with about 14 others aboard." 

"Was the water cold?" asked the 
reporter. 

•’I'll say It was, but what I really 
noticed most was the taste, real 
salt water.” 

Mrs. Langley Interposed to ex¬ 
plain that her son had always been 
an expert swimmer, ar. accomplish¬ 
ment that stood him In good stead 
In the icy Atlantic waves. 

In Boat Five Hour* 

After being adrift in tire small 
craft for five hours, ACI Langley 
and his companion* were picked 
up by a Canadian minesweeper. 
During that time, they thought 
they glimpsed the murderous sub¬ 
marine once or twice, but could not 
be certain In the early morning 
gloom. The Oshawa in an did not 
w.iness any shelling from the guns 
of the undersea marauder, but said 
it bad upset a life raft when it 
suifaced. He heard the thuijerous 
depth charges from the minesweep¬ 
er ar the crew tried to finish ofi 
the U-boat. 

Men were hanging on pieces of 
lifeboat scattered over the surface 
of the sea, said the survivor, ex¬ 
plaining that most of the ship's 
lifeboats were wrecked by the tor¬ 
pedo explosion. To make the scene 
mere tragic, women and children 
were among the hapless passengers 
but on the horrors, the Oshawa air¬ 
men did not wish to dwell at 
length. 

Many of his chums were report¬ 
ed killed or missing, including one 
from Toronto, named Caul son, who 
hao been married only four months 
before the ill-fated voyage. 


Oshawa Man's Son Missing 

Among the missing also was ACI 
Cameron Glover, son of D. A. Glov¬ 
er, employed at the local C.N.R. 
station. Mr. Glover came here 
from Blackwater during the last 
Chnstmas season. He boards on 
Oxford Street; his family still live 
in Blackwater. 

He received a wire from the 
R C.AJf. Casualties Officer, Ottawa, 
on Thursday, Oct. 15, advising that 
his son was missing end that more 
word would follow. So far, no word 
has come, Mr. Glover said. 

"My boy was so nappy when he 
went away," he added sadly. Both 

Glover and Langley trained at the 
Elementary Flying Training School 
here. 

The Langley family had met Mr. 
Glover at the railway station 
whence their two airmen sons had 
entrained. 

Bom In Oshawa, ACI Langley at¬ 
tended Weatmount Public School, 
aud had been employed by W. F. 
Bowden, tinsmith, prior to enlist¬ 
ing In the air force on Jan. 5, 
1942. 

He was fond of athletics, espec¬ 
ially swimming, proficiency In 
which sport had enabled him to 
Keep afloat for 20 minutes after the 
first lifeboat had sunk. 

Before reporting back to the east 
coast, ACI Langley will spend sev¬ 
eral days leave with his parents.

JOHN H. KIRBY 
VICTIM OF CRASH 
OF TWO PLANES 

Machines Collided After 
Refueling at Armstrong 
Wednesday Night 

S e r g e a n t-Pllot John Herbert 
Kilby, son of Mr. and Mrs. Gordon 
E. Kirby, 103 Alice Street, was in¬ 
stantly killed when two R.C.AF. 
planes collided In mld-alr and 
crashed Wednesday near Arm¬ 
strong, in Northwestern Ontario, 
according to an official telegram 
received by his parents Thursday 
evening. 

Six airmen were killed In the 
crash, the entire crew of three each 
of the two twin-motored Avro. 
Ansons which were en route from 
Winnipeg to Ottawa. The fatal 
accident, officials said, occurred 
after the planes took off from the 
Armstrong airport after refueling. 

An announcement from No. 2 
Air Training Command at Winni¬ 
peg Wednesday evening disclosed 
that five bodies were found in the 
wreckage. Further investigation 
Thursday discovered the sixth body. 
This was the second airplane trag¬ 
edy in less than 20 months at that 
post. 

Enlisted Last August 

Sgt.-Pilot Kirby enlisted lit the 
R.C.AF. last August, receiving his 
Initial training at St. Hubert and 
Vlctoriavilie, Quebec, and his ele¬ 
mentary flying training here at 
Oshawa. He achieved his ambition 
last April 24, at Hagersville, Ont., 
when he was awarded the wings of 
a bomber pilot. 

A flying enthusiast since public 
school days at Ktag Street School, 
the Oshawa airman was secretary 
of the model airplane club at O.C. 
V.I., where he was extremely popu¬ 
lar with both the student body and 
the faculty. 

Before joining the R.C.A.F., Sgt.- 
Pilot Kirby was a member of the 
office staff of Duplate Canada Ltd. 
When he won his wings his former 
fellow-workers sent him a message 
of congratulation, together with a 
small gift in the form of a gold 
identification bracelet, which he 
received from the hands of his par¬ 
ents who were present at the cere¬ 
mony. 

Highly Regarded 

Just before the parade to receive 
his wings, by a strange coincidence, 
he also was handed a letter from 
his brother. Don, In England with 
the R.C.A. since the summer of 1940, 
telling him he was Impatiently 
awaiting his brother’s arrival. 

A prominent business man at that 
time summed up Sgt.-Pilot Kirby’s 
character in the following words, all 
of which can be heartily endorsed 
by those who knew him best; 

"If chance or destiny should 
spare him he will do nothing mean 
or common in the service of his 
country. He is possessed with a 
fine intellectual curiosity and a 
personality of great charm. His 
successes come to him Without per¬ 
sonal vanity, for he is essentially a 
young man with a spirit of Chrls- 
* tian humility.” 

The remains of the deceased air¬ 
man will arrive in Oshawa at 10.13 
a.m. tomorrow. The Iuneral will be 
held from the home of his parents, 
Mr. and Mr.s. G. E. Kirby, 103 Alice 
St., at 3.30 o’clock Monday. The ser¬ 
vice will be conducted by Rev. W. 
R. Stringer, rector of Christ Angli. 
can Church. Besides his parents. 
Sgt. Pilot Kirby Is survived by his 
older brother Donald who Is serving 
overseas with the R.C.A., and six 
younger brothers, also a sister, 
Helen.

Is Crash Victim 
At Yorkton, Sask. 


Flying Accident Yesterday 
Takes Life of Popular 
Oshawa Athlete—Details 
Still Lacking—Air Force 
Authorities to Investigate 
—Was 21 Years Old Last 
Friday. 

Leading Aircraftman Norman A. 
McBrien, well-known Oshawa boy, 
was killed in a flying accident, ten 
miles south of Yorkton, Sask., yes¬ 
terday. He was on a training flight 
with Pilot Officer Kemp W. Rich¬ 
ardson, Calgary, both of No. 11 Ser. 
vice Flying Training School, York¬ 
ton, when the fatal crash killed th e 
two airmen and destroyed the plane. 

Air Force authoilties are investi¬ 
gating the cause of the accident. 

Details Not Given 

Roy Bond, of Bond Bros. Garage, 
a great friend of I-AC. McBrien, 
told The Times-Gazette that the 
young airman’s mother, Mrs. A. C. 
McBrien, 117 Alice St., had received 
a telegram this morning, advising 
her of the accident. Details were 
not given, but are expected shortly. 

"We have Just had one telegram," 
Mrs. McBrien said, “but I am hop¬ 
ing to hear more news later in the 
day. They are holding an investi¬ 
gation. and X don't suppose we will 
learn much until after it is over.” 

Enlisting in the R.C.A.F. on Octo. 
ber 20 1941, Norman McBrien was 
21 on Friday. July 31, of this year. 
He wa* bom and brought up In 
Oshawa. where he attended Mary 
Street Public teenool. and later went 
to the PO.V.1. for five years. 

Prominent Athlete 

He was very prominent in local 
athletic circles, being particularly 
well known for hU outstanding abil¬ 
ity as a hockey player. He played 
Juvenile and Junior B hockey for 
several years, winning an enviable 
reputation during that time. 

Before Joining the R.C.A.F.. he 
had been a member of the 11th 
(Res.) Army Tank Battalion for 15 
months, holding the rank of cor¬ 
poral. 

He was employed on the staff of 
The Ttmes-Gazette for three years, 
where he was most popular with 
fellow-employees. 

Surviving are his mother, Mrs. a. 
C. McBrien, and one sister, Lor¬ 
raine. living at home. 

Details of the funeral which will 
be held from the Armstrong Fu¬ 
neral Home. 124 King St. E., will 
be announced later

Padre Graves read the lesson which 
was from Revelations: 7:9. 

Taking his text- from Corinthians, 
“Then cometh the end.” Rev. T. 
H. P. Anderson told the sorrowing 
family that words were inadequate 
to give comfort at a lime like this. 

“The best 1 can say is—may God 
bless and sanctify your sorrow. May 
His arms be about you and comfort 
you." 

Declaring that the end Is not 
always to be regretted, Rev. Ander- 
sen pointed out that we would not 
want forever the years of suffering 
or the years of social and economic 
injustices. 

"We regret, however, the end of 
friendships.” the minister asserted. 
"We should not neglect anything 
that helps make things better for 
our friends while they are living. 
A rose to the living is worth 10,000 
wreaths for the dead.” 

Criticizing the attitude of people 
who "kill time,” the minister said 
life Is too short if it lasts a cent¬ 
ury. “There is no time to kill,” he 
stated. “Every day should be ded¬ 
icated to God. Let God take each 
day of ours, a day consecrated to do 
His will.” 

In conclusion the minister assur- 
red the congregation that no mat¬ 
ter whet cynlos and atheists may 
say. God's purpose runs through all 
generations. ’’We should think of 
God and govern our lives according¬ 
ly,” he advised.

AC. 1 Fred A. Langley, 23-year- 
old son of Mr. and Mrs. J. H. Lang¬ 
ley, 95 John St., lost his life in the 
fire, while LAC. Walter Huller. 21, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Ernest John 
Huller, 101 Wood St., was reported 
slightly injured in wires received 
from Service headquarters in New¬ 
foundland. 

Survived Caribou Torpedoing 

Little less than two months ago, 
on Oct. 19, AC. 1 Langley was greet¬ 
ed by his parents at the Oshawa 
C.N.R. railway station on his re¬ 
turn from the east coast after ha 
had survived a torpedo attack on 
the ill-fated S.S. Caribou. Many 
Canadian service men lost their 
I lives In that tragedy, but the young 
Oshawa airman, after swimming In 
the Icy waters for 20 minutes and 
spending five hours aboard a life¬ 
boat was, rescusd by a Canadian 
minesweeper. The fact that he 
was an expert swimmer had prob¬ 
ably saved him from drowning at 
that time, he and his parents told 
a representative of The Times- 
' Gazette who called to interview 
j him at his home, last October. 
Stating that he had received a 
wire from Ottawa, Monday morn¬ 
ing, advising that his son perished 
in the St. John’s fire, Mr. Langley 
said the young airman had only 
been back In Newfoundland for 
about two weeks before the tragic 
event. He had spent several weeks 
leave In Oshawa following the 
Caribou sinking, and was in the 
best of health. 

Born In this city, 23 years ago, 
AC. 1 Langley attended Westmount 
Public School, and had been em¬ 
ployed by W. F. Bowden, tinsmith, 
prior to enlisting in the R.C.A F. 
on January 5. this year. 

Escaped With Slight Injury 
Mrs. E. J. Huller, mother of LAC. 
Huller, this morning said she was 
most thankful to receive the wire 
from Newfoundland advising that 
her son had survived the holo¬ 
caust, although she was not yet 
aware of the extent of the injuries j 
he had suffered. 

She immediately wired her hus¬ 
band. employed as a C.P.R. tele¬ 
grapher on a “swing job” between 
i Parry Sound and MacTier in 
, Northern Ontario. Her son was 
! born at North Bay. she stated, and 
; had been living with the family 
here during the past seven years. 
He attended Mary St. Public School 
j and was employed at the A. & P. 
store in this city before Joining the 
air force in October. 1941. He was 
sent from Trenton to Newfoundland 
last May. 

His father served overseas with 
the Canadian Corps for four years 
during the first Great War. 

Building Becomes Bedlam 
As roaring flames fed by inflam¬ 
mable Christmas decorations swept 
I through the Knights of Columbus 
I Hostel in St. John’s, Newfoundland, 
on the night of Saturday, Dec. 12, 
fire and panic brought death to 
more titan 100 persons who had 
been enjoying a bam dance and 
service man's radio program. In 
the hospitals were 102 persons, 
many in critical condition. 

Smouldering ruins were all that 
was left of the flimsy two-story 
waL'board building which served as 
an army hut. set up and operated 
by the Knights of Columbus to at¬ 
tend to the needs of service men.

It was estimated that more tnan ] 
300 persons, mest of them Cana- 
dlans and residents of Newfound¬ 
land, were in the Jiall when the 
fire started. Suddenly there was a 
flash of flame from the kitchen, 
and some survivors declared that 
flames came simultaneously from 
the opposite direction. 

In the ensuing melee, men and 
women fought and screamed in 
frantic efforts to reach one of the 
four exits. Most of the trapped 
victims made for one exit where 
the Jam made it next to impossible 
for anyone to get out. Bodies dis¬ 
covered there later bore mute testi¬ 
mony to the grim battle for life 
amid the flames. 

Most of the victims perished in 
the few minutes between the time 
the alarm was sent out to the fire¬ 
house, some 500 yards distant, and 
the arrival of the apparatus. 
Flames spread so quickly that they 
were shooting through the roof en¬ 
veloped by black clouds of smoke 
when the fire-fighter's reached the 
ball. 

Firemen fought the flames in 
wintry temperature only 14 degrees 
above zero, which impeded their 
efforts and added to the agonies 
\ of the burned and injured. 

Fire Cause Unknown 
Stating that he had no clear in¬ 
dication of the cause of the fire. 

| Chief of Police O’Neil said firemen 
' reported it had originated in the 
kitchen. 

After explaining an Interruption 
to bis broadcast, tire radio an¬ 
nouncer prooeeded with the serv¬ 
ice men's program, but shortly af¬ 
ter hundreds cf listeners were hor¬ 
rified as screams came over their 
loud speakers. Starting at 11.15 
and reaching its peak during the 
next half-hour more than 100 lives 
were lost amid scenes of indescrib¬ 
able horrer amid the greatest panic 
in the history of St. John's. 

Initial Investigation showed that 
the building was adequately equip¬ 
ped with fire exits and that panic 
and hysteria apparently had caused 
so many deaths.

Family of Flying Officer 
“Wally” Roberts Received 
News Yesterday 

Death, sudden and swift in the 
skies, wiped out the life of an¬ 
other young Oshawa airman when 
Flying Officer Walter “Wally’i 
Roberts was killed in India on 
November 4 . The sad news was 
received yesterday by his wife, the 
former Eira Toaze, and his mo¬ 
ther. Mrs. John Roberts, Greta 
Street. His father is on a hunting 
trip and the family was unable to 
get in touch with him to tell him 
t of the death of his son. In an ef¬ 
fort to locate Mi-. Roberts, Inspec¬ 
tor Dawn of the local police, asked 
Jim Hunter, news-commentator, to 
broadcast the news* last evening. It 
Is,hoped to reach the father in this 
manner. 

“Wally” Roberts was* a popular 
resident and had mad many 
friends during his twenty years In 
Oshawa. He attended Oshawa Col. 
lsglate and Vocational Institute 
and was an ardent sportsman, being 
interested in all types of sports. 
Prior to enlisting in the R.C.A.F., 
“Wally’ was employed as office 
manager at the Ontario Malleable 
Iron. He was a member of the 
Sea Scout troop In Oshawa and 
served with the militia regiment 
before going active. 

On October 9, The Times-Gaz- 
ette published an interesting letter 
received from Flying Officer Rob¬ 
erts by his wife, who is the daugh¬ 
ter of Sgt. and Mrs. C. A. Toaze, 
Gibbs Street. In the letter, the 
young officer described trips he 
had made while on leave In India. 
He was attached to an R.A.F. 
squadron. He had been overseas 
since August, 1942, and in India 
since March of this year. 

Details of the manner in which j 
Flying Officer Roberts was killed 
have not been received by his fam¬ 
ily. Tire official announcement of 
the death was received and further 
details will follow later.

Word was received in Oshawa 
yesterday that Pilot Officer Edward 
M. ("Ted") Marks, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Ernie Marks, 389 Simcoe Street 
North, was reported missing. The 
telegram to Pilot Officer Marks’ 
parents said that "Ted” was report¬ 
ed missing following operations 
over enemy territory on Saturday, 
June 6. That was the day When 
daylight raids were carried out ever 
the French coast and it Is presum¬ 
ed that Pilot Officer Marks took 
part in those raids and was 
among those who failed to return. 
It is devoutly hoped that further 
word will indicate that his life 
lias been spared and that he is 
a prisoner-of-war. This hope is 
increased by the fact that the oper¬ 
ations were mainly over land How¬ 
ever, ln that event, it would likely 
be seme time before definite word 
could get through reporting his 
safety. 

Pilot Officer Marks was born in 
Brockville 27 years ago. He came to 
Oshawa with his parents when a 
lnd of seven and attended St. Greg¬ 
ory’s R.C, Separate school and Osh¬ 
awa Collegiate. He enlisted la the 
R.C.AF. September, 1940, and re¬ 
ceived his wings at Jarvis. He went 
overseas In March of last year as 
Sergeant-Gunner. In this capacity 
he served as rear gunner in the 
large bombers and saw a great deal 
of action In raids over Germany 
i and the occupied countries of Eur- 
! ope. 

In January, 1942. Sergeant-Gun¬ 
ner Marks was promoted to the 
rank of Pilot Officer. He won his 
commission as a result of qualities 
of leadership and courage which he 
1 demonstrated on active service. 
When the announcement of the 
promotion of the group of R.C.A.F. 
men, among whom was Pilot Offi¬ 
cer Marks, was made, Canadian Air 
Minister powers said: "Loyal serv¬ 
ice at their stations, demonstration 
of their strength and character, 
abilities of leadership and, more 
frequently, cool bravery in the face 
of the enemy established their right 
to recognition." There is little 
doubt that had Pilot Officer Marks 
been fortunate enough to continue 
his work as a member of the R.C.A. 
F. overseas, he would have won 
further promotion. 

"Ted” Marks has two brothers, 
and one sister. The brothers are 
Jack, who is with the Canadian 
Army overseas, and Earnest, Jr, with 
the law firm of Conant and Annls. 
Mrs. Frank McGarry, (Betty) ill

The deceased, who has been at 
this Unit since the 7th of May un¬ 
der training, as an Air Bomber, was 
very popular with his classmates 
and held In very high regard by his 
Instructors at Ground Instructional 
School. Your son led his class in 
standing at their preliminary ex¬ 
aminations, and his Instructors tell 
me that they were fully confident 
that he would lead his class on 
graduation and be recommended 
for appointment as a commissioned 
officer on graduation. We all feel 
that the Service has suffered a dls.. 
tinct loss in your son’s untimely J 
accident when he was progressing 
so favorably In his training In an¬ 
swer to his Country’s call.

Wing 
Commander Harold W. Kerby, is 
missing following air operations over 
Germany on July 29th. The family 
was notified promptly but due to 
censorship regulations it was not 
permissible to make a public an¬ 
nouncement earlier. 

Wing Commander Kerby is well- 
known in Oshawa, where he was 
bom May 24, 1917. His father was 
for many years a prominent and 
highly esteemed executive of Gen¬ 
eral Motors of Canada Limited. The 
sympathy of the entire community 
will be extended to Mr. and Mrs. 
Kerby during this time of anxiety, 
coupled with the fervent hope that, 
their son wlU be tend from soon. I 
either as a prisoner-of-war, or as 
having escaped from enemy terri¬ 
tory. The latter alternative is by no 
means unlikely, particularly in view 
of the growing weakening of the 
German position and the increasing 
boldness of loyal citizens of enemy 
occupied countries who are only too 
glad of opportunities to assist in 
the eSJape of allied airmen. 

Started Career Early 

Wing Commander Kerby began to 
fly at the age of 15. In 1932, and 
obtained his license a year later on 
his birthday. May 24, and was at 
j that time Canada's youngest licens¬ 
ed pilot.

Against the stone that came from 
Westminster Abbey to form one of 
the Empire’s mementoes in the 
creation of Oshawa's Memorial to 
its hero dead rested flowers on Mon¬ 
day morning.

For Eugene Salmers, Sergeant 
Navigator of the Royal Canadian 
Air Force, who was killed overseas 
on Friday. June 18, a Memorial Ser¬ 
vice was held on Sunday in th* 
church of which he wao an enthus¬ 
iastic member. His parents and the 
members of his immediate family, 
with relatives and scores of friends, 
packed the church to capacity at 
the morning service, the second of 
its kind to be held in memory of 
this young airman, who, according 
to his pastor, had no enemies, only 
friends. 

Although the weather wept out- 
. side and rain fell without ceasing, 
the little church, with its yellow 
walls and softly-shining golden 
globes overhead, seemed to be filled 
with soft sunshine. The face of the 
young man who was only twenty- 
three years old when he died In the 
service of his country smiled at his 
I friends from the center of the Can- 
adian ensign that covered the table 
which held many beautiful baskets 
of lovely flowers — roses, gladioli, 
delphinium. Canterbury bells, car* 
nations. Flowers came from the 
family, from the Shuplak. Gray. 
Holloway. Blaskow, Krawec, and 
Zalesehook families, from the Betty 
Cake Shop and the Dominion Store 
staff, of which Sgt. Salmers was a 
member as manager of one of the 
company's branch stores in Toronto. 
All the neighbors united in a huge 
offering of peonies, gladioli and del¬ 
phinium for ‘Gene.’ From his fian¬ 
cee, Miss Kay Husulak, come a bas¬ 
ket'of glowing red roses. 

Sermon by Rev. J. Lindsay, D.D. 
Rev. Dr; John Lindsay preached 
the Memorial sermon, taking as his 
theme the subject of Responsibility. 

"I scarcely know how to put into 
words the feeling that Is In my 
heart today,” said Dr. Lindsay. “X 
can realize to the lull how willingly 
and graciously Eugene Salmers gave 
himself to the task he set for him¬ 
self. If there is one thing that the 
world of today is proud of. it is the 
nation that is represented in this 
congregation, and the way it is 
measuring up in the battle against 
the evil forces that Imagined they 
could rob us of the word of God.

The late Mr. Brown was perhaps 
best known locally for his heroic 
deed as a young soldier in the Im¬ 
perials when he saved the life of 
the Prince of Wales, then a child 
and the present Duke of Windsor. 
He ran Into the path of a runaway 
horse and saved the Prince who 
had momentarily eluded his nurse 
on a London Street. He was award¬ 
ed a medal and many other honors 
from the King, and a dinner was 
given in his honor in Toronto when 
'the Prince of Wales visited Canada. 

Besides ms mother and brothers 
overseas, Arthur John Brown is 
survived by another brother, Fred¬ 
erick William, who is employed by 
General Motors of Canada Limited, 
ard a sister, Mrs. Robert (Margar¬ 
et Abbott, both of whom reside 
with their mother. 

Mrs. Brown has notified the au¬ 
thorities that she desires the re¬ 
mains of her son to be shipped 
home for ourial if that is possible, 
bat up to press time no answer has 
been received.

Air Force Chaplains Assist 
at Funeral of Arthur 
John Brown 


Funeral services for L.A.C. Arthur 
John Brown, 19-year-dd son of Mrs. 
F. W. Brown, 189 Court Street, who 
was drowned while on active service 
in Alaska recently, were held here 
yesterday. A private service at the 
home was followed by a public ser¬ 
vice at the Evangel Tabernacle, 
King Street West, which was ac¬ 
companied by full military honours. 

"This young man, in a measure, 
died for me,” remarked Rev. R. A. 
Bombay, the pastor of Evangel Tab¬ 
ernacle, who conducted the service. 
He told the crowded church that 
the young airman had enlisted not 
because of any glamour attached to 
the service, but because he felt he 
had a duty to perform. 

"In the line of his duty he has 
lain down his life.” commented the 
minister, who added that death did 
not end things for God’s children, 
and as such it could not perman¬ 
ently close the life of the deceased. 

Rev. Mr. Bombay read Psalm 23, 
which he said had been the first 
public testimony of the airman as a 
young boy. He said that he had liv¬ 
ed his belief all through his life. 
Other passages of scripture fitting 
to the occasion were read by Flight- 
Lieutenant W. C. Nugent, chaplain 
from Manning Pool, Toronto, who 
assisted In the service. Another 
chaplain, Flight-Lieutenant Cardi¬ 
gan, also of Manning Pool, led in 
prayer. During the service appro¬ 
priate hymns were sung, and Louis 
Griffin sang by request "There Is 
No Night There.”

"It’s a great relief,” 
sighed Mrs. Dell, speaking to The 
Times-Gazette this morning. 

Born In Australian 

Pit. Sgt. Dell, an Australian, bom 
of fighting stock and distinctly re¬ 
lated to the “fighting Cunningham” | 
brothers (through his mother), the 
Admiral and General who directed 
the Libyian campaign, came to Can¬ 
ada in 1928 when only 10. He com¬ 
pleted a technical course at O.C.V.I. 
and worked as a mechanic for two 
years at the Ontario Motor Sales. 

He was a dispatch rider with the , 
2nd Battalion of the Ontario Tank 
Regiment before he Joined the 
R.C.A P. He graduated from Moun¬ 
tain View on January 31, 1941, when 
he received his sergeant's stripes 
and Air Gunner’s wings. He went 
overseas in February, 1942, and 
the convoy in which he was travel¬ 
ling was hardly out of port when 
one of the escort ships sank a U- ; 
boat with depth charges. 

Since going overseas, Pit. Sgt. 
Dell has been in on most of 
the large operational flights over 
Europe and, on numerous occasions, 
either he or otiter members of his 
crew have been mentioned in dis¬ 
patches and in the R.C.A.F. news¬ 
paper overseas "Wings Abroad." 
Prom the original crew that was 
formed when his group went over¬ 
seas, only one of them is missing 
and he was l&st when he volun¬ 
teered to go on a special flight In 
another bomber which didn’t come 
back. He and his crew belong to 
the famous “Moose Squadron.” 

Never Injured 

Pit. Sgt. Dell has never been in¬ 
jured since going overseas^ and his 
worst sickness has been' a cold 
which he contracted when their 
bomber was forced down in a 
marsh on the coast of England 
when they were returning from a 
trip over Europe. He had volun¬ 
teered for this trip with another 
crew and their target was the city 
of Turin in nortnern Italy. When 
they were over the target, heavy 
anti-aircraft fire silenced two df 
their motors and they limped home 
on the other two, just making the 
coast of England. 

Henry keeps his mother well in¬ 
formed as to what is going on, as 
she receives cablegrams and air¬ 
mail letters from him quite regular¬ 
ly. Now that he Is through with 
his operational tour he may have 
the opportunity of coming home for 
a leave to see his "No. 1” girl friend 
-r-hls mother, but he does not wish 
to do so as he wants to be there 
when the big push starts. 

M is. Dell also informed The 
Times-Gazette this morning that 
Henry is expecting his commission 
as Lieutenant any day and she is 
really thrilled about that. 

Sitting there on a ilttle table In 
Mrs. Dell’s dress-making shop were 
several important packages and 
Mrs. Dell, apparently anticipating 
a question from the reporter, in¬ 
formed him that these boxes con¬ 
tained presents for Henry's 24th 
birthday in September—the second 
one he has celebrated since going 
overseas. A gorgeous cake was sit¬ 
ting there, also and it looks like 
Henry and his flying mates are go¬ 
ing to have some feast when that 
package arrives. *

Visitors Most Enthusiastic

On Saturday 


Favoured by fine weather, large 
crowds from Oshawa and vicinity 
took advantage ol the "Open 
House'' staged on Saturday after¬ 
noon by No. 20 Elementary Flying 
Training school Just north of the 
city.

One of the first places 
visitors were taken to was where 
students were being instructed in 
the "link trainer”, an instrument 
that gives one all the sensation ol 
a flying plane although it is on the 
ground. Here beginners are ini¬ 
tiated into the "feel” of flying, and 
onoe they become accustomed to it 
are able to take to the air. 

One of the classrooms visited 
that caused considerable Interest 
was one where different types of 
planes were painted on the walls 
for students to learn to identify. 
It was explained that in the room 
there were as many as 208 differ¬ 
ent kinds of aircraft pictured in 
this way. 

Visit Hospital 

Visitors were also shown through 
the hospital, the dispensary, and 
also the recreation centres at the 
school These included the com¬ 
fortably fitted up lounge where 
some of the men were seen playing 
games, the well-appointed library, 
and the canteen where not only re¬ 
freshments are dispensed but which 
is large enough for dances. 

At another point in tire tour the 
hangars were visited, and people 
were taken up into the tower where 
dispatchers were busy directing the 
taking off and landing of planes. 
Further on the visitors were taken 
to the ranges, where they saw stu¬ 
dents learning how to handle rifles 
and machine guns. At intervals 
rounds were fired by tire men while 
the civilians looked on. 

Squadron Leader H. L. Kay, the 
commandant at the school, and 
other officials expressed themselves 
as highly satisfied with the success 
of the venture, and many of the 
visitors that were reached by The 
I Timcs-Gazette were very enthusias- 
tice over what they had seen.

He remembers well his first 
operational trip on March 23rd.

When 
it started t.o shoot up the buildings 
the rest of them believed us, and 
opened fire with everything on the 
station. I guess the rifles didn’t 
have much effect, but they started 
something.” 

Last November with Sgt. Charles 
Chamock, D.F.M., of the RAJ 1 . 
Chadburn was sent out to attack 
an enemy aerodrome somewhere 
near Flushing Harbor. Holland, but 
they never did get to it. instead 
they found an enemy destroyer 
there, and gave it a pretty good

Twenty miles off the Hook 
E-boats were attacking a convoy, 
and Chadbum and another pilot 
were sent out to intercept them. 
There were three E-boats, and af¬ 
ter the battle the one Chadburn 
had attacked was in flames and 
sinking, another was crippled, and 
the third was speeding away. 

“We would have done a bit more 
but we were out of ammunition,' 
Chadbum explains. 

Navy Thought Otherwise 

The navy, however, thought they 
had done quite well, for Chadbum 
still treasures a copy of this signal 
from the Admiral at Yarmouth: 

“The navy congratulates you on 
your engagement with an E-boat 
and the magnificent results.

Chadburn has led 
formations on very many sorties 
during which 16 enemy aircraft 
have been destroyed, six of them 
by this officer.

F/O Midland was bom[Oct¬ 
ober 1916 and has lived t 
almost all his life except 
period when he was Assist* 
ager of an Agnew-Surpass 
Windsor. Joining the air 
April 1942 he arrived ova 
July 1843 and was loaned f 
to the Royal Air Force. 

On the occasion which heralded 
his four months sojourn in the oc¬ 
cupied countries of Europe he was 
for some time on special duties over 
occupied countries with an R.A.F.

F/O Medland further stated that I 
"It is the practice in French towns 1 
to give Allied air crews, wno crash¬ 
ed in the streets, a wonderful fu¬ 
neral despite efforts of the Nazis to 
control this." Many times In his 
journey he had Germans nil about 
him in his immediate vicinity but 
they never suspected him to be 
other than what seemed—a French 
citizen. He brought back with him 
coins and paper money from the 
occupied countries he visited and 
his special one Is an English fceei- 
mug of metal with a glass bottom. 
He says that all the boys In the 
messes over there must have their 
own beer-mugs. 

Robots Terror Weapon 
The boys over in England have 
only two thoughts in mind and that 
is to get the war over so that they 
can get back to Canada first— 
for their mother's home-cooked 
food and seoond to get back to the 
Canadian girls. The buz-bombs were 
more a terror weapon than any¬ 
thing and from this point of view 
were quite bothersome for some 
time in addition to the fact tha 1 
they might come at any time whilt 
ordinary bombing took place mostlj 
at night 

F, O Medland further stated that 
the contents of boxes sent to boys 
overseas should not contain pow¬ 
dered milk, eggs or any of the can¬ 
ned meats for these are very easily 
obtained in England but the things 
the bovs cherished most were: 
canned 'fruits, pickles, fruit Juices, 
tomtato ketchup, chocolates and 
coffee, for these are very scarce. 

On his trip to Oshawa, since he 
came back to Canada a few days 
ago with his fellow repatriated, he 
received a fine reception in the 
towns and in Ottawa the boys were 
met by the mayor, flags, a band and 
girls and this made a great hit 
with the boys and they appreciated 
it immensely. 

"I am very happy to be home 
again and am glad those hectic 
days are over for a time at least." 
F/o affirmed and hoped to be able 
to see his many friends while on 
his leave.

Wolfe 190 German

London, Nov. 4:—Two more dam¬ 
aged FW 190’s have been added to 
the score of four enemy aircraft 
damaged, and eight destroyed, cre¬ 
dited to Wing Commander L. V.

Toronto, June 7 — when they 
read about it, nobody was surprised 
to learn that Lloyd Chadburn and 
Freddie Green led the first waves 
of fighter planes over the invasion 
area. Those who knew them, in 
fact, rather expected it. 

Chad and Freddie are alike in a 
lot of ways. They come from the 
same neck of the woods, Chadburn 
from Aurora and Green from To¬ 
ronto. Both insist there is no air¬ 
craft in the world to match the 
Spitfire and both have flown them 
for three years or more. 

They were sergeants when they 
went overseas. Today Chad is a 
wing commander, wearing the 
DB.O. and Bar and the D.F.C. 
Freddie is a squadron leader, has 
the D-F.C. and Bar. Both are 
blond-headed, easy-going, will set¬ 
tle for a practical joke any time. 

Has Rafesc on Tongue 

Let’s look at them a little closer, 
digging back to last June 16, when 
Freddie came home for a month’s 
.leave. He Is a serious, sincere fel¬ 
low when the mood strikes him. 
He swears no more than tire aver¬ 
age 27-year-old, but just as much, 
too. He talks about a pilot's leaves 
like the fellow next door talks 
about Saturday night. Like all 
' pilots, he has Rafese on his tongue, 
but it’s casual and unaffected. 

“Dieppe was bloody hell for the 
guys on the ground. I was over 
eight times, escorting bombers. 
Other planes were upstairs knock¬ 
ing Jerry down and Jerry was 
tumbling past us all the time. I 
wasn’t more than 500 feet up all 
day.” Perhaps that’s what it was 
like yesterday ... or today . . or 
will be tomorrow. 

Reason for Decorations 

Why did he get his decorations? 

"Damned if I know. Because I’d 
lived so long, x guess.’* 

If he had gone overseas as a 
sergeant-pilot, his promotion to 
squadron leader was rather rapid, 
wasn’t it? 

"I wouldn’t say that. A lot of 
guys were killed. Somebody had to 
be promoted." 

And then when you switch over 
to Chadburn you find the same 
type of fellow. Ask him about his 
decorations and he says the DS.O. 
came out with the rations and 
opines that the DF.C. is a prettier 
ribbon anyway. 

Chad made the immortal remark 
about his service ribbon: "It came 
for voting for Mackenzie King.” 
Of the ribbon’s overseas clasp, he 
grinned: “That’s my Willkle but¬ 
ton." 

He doesn't want to talk about 
himself and he isn't making noises 
like one of those pseudo-modest 
types either. He just shakes you 
off a question about Chadburn by 
grinning and handing out an im¬ 
possible answer. 

Tribute to Chadburn ) 

Fit. Lt. Jack Rae, D.F.C.. Toron¬ 
to, who flew with Chadburn over¬ 
seas. once volunteered the most 
striking tribute to 24-year-old 
Chadburn. 

“When we were flying with the 
City of Oshawa. Squadron, there 
wasn't a guy who ever asked Chad 
where we were going. When he 
told u.« we were off for a scramble 
we jumped to get going. We didn't 
care where. If he was leading us 
we just naturally tag along.” 

That’s what those verbose cita¬ 
tions are talking about when they 
refer to a man’, “qualities of lead¬ 
ership." That's what Freddie Green 
and Lloyd Chadburn and hundred 
of other young Canadians are 
throwing at Hitler today.

P/O R. S. Elliott Took Part 
in Several Large 
Raids 

With 36 nights to his credit in 
completing one tour of operations 
without a scratch to himself and al¬ 
most not* to the aircraft in which 
he took part in operations, Pilot 
I Officer Raymond S. Elliott has re¬ 


turned to Canada on leave and is 
staying with his parents. Mr. and 
Mrs. C. R. Elliott, 200 Burke Street. 
Overseas since July 16, 1943, he re¬ 
turned to Oshawa on Saturday 
night end after his leave is to re¬ 
port to Rockliffe Station in Ottawa. 

During his time of service over¬ 
seas In the Royal Canadian Air 
Force, he served the whole of his 
service In England with Bomber 
Command in a Halifax Squadron. 
Among the many German cities he 
has visited when his craft went on 
bombing raids are:—Hamburg, 
Stuttgart (twice), Essen, Kiel, Sch- 
weinfurt, Augsburg and Coutances. 
He served as a rear gunner and his 
tyilot was Wing Commander Bryson, 
DS.C., of Barrie Ontario. 

Considers Himself Fortunate 

He counts himself fortunate in 
having come through his 36 flights 
unscathed. In explaining why he 
thought German anti-aircraft bat¬ 
teries are very inaccurate and in¬ 
deed although there are sometimes 
great concentrations of f)ak on the 
other hand on many occasions there 
is very little or none at all. The 
only real episode of action he had 
was on June 28 of this year when in 
the tail of the Halifax bomber while 
in a raid on Metz which the Allies 
took not long ago from the Nazis, 
the aircraft was attacked by a Nazi 
Messerschmitt 210 which is some¬ 
what similar to the Mosquito. There 
was a short gun battle but P/O 
Elliott was unable to get a bead on 
the Nazi fighter and soon the fight¬ 
er left off as he seemed to be rather 
inexperienced. 

On the night of D-day P/O Elliott 
took part in a raid on Coutances 
which is a road and rail centre on 
the Cherbourg peninsula for the 
purpose of blocking enemy com¬ 
munications and supply roads which 
were bringing up reinforcements. 
The craft made some bulls-eye hits 
on that night and were doing their 
bit in consolidating the beachhead. 

P/O Elliott has two aiming point 
photos which show the flares which 
are dropped on the objective by 
Pathfinder squadrons and shows the 
direct bomb hits near the flares on 
the target which is enemy occupied 
territory. 


During his tour of flights P/O 
Elliott made seven daylight bombing 
raids taking in Emden, and flying 
bomb 6ltes in Holland and Belgium. 
On D-Day night their craft went in 
on their objective at about 2,000 
feet and were so low that it is the 
only time in his tour of operations 
in which he heard the explosion of 
the bombs his craft dropped. On 
several occasions while on a bomb¬ 
ing raid engine trouble developed 
and they were forced to get home 
on three engines but this he stated 
Is no great hardship and the boys

Generally speaking 
he had a good time in England but 
did not like the weather. On leave 
in Edinburgh he found the Scottish 
especially hospitable. 

The food on station in England he 
found quite good with the exception 
that there is little variety and a 
lack of fruit. He had his first ban¬ 
ana in 18 months on Saturday night 
on arriving hime. and had a real 
big juicy steak in Ottawa where 
those who had returned received a 
fine reception. Beer and liquor is 
not rationed in Great Britain and 
although the beer is of inferior 
quality when compared with Cana¬ 
dian beer the liquor is of about the 
same quality and standard although 
some more expensive. 

When asked about the English 
girls, P/O Elliott had very little to 
say except that, they do dance well. 
Dance bands there he found were 
quite good although somewhat be¬ 
low the standard in Canada and the 
United states. 

In first reaching Canada he stat¬ 
ed the most noticeable tiling is the 
myriad of lights everywhere and it 
. is warming to see them again and 
' good to be home again.

Special men are chosen to take 
the course in pathfinding and even 
after they have qualified to partici¬ 
pate in an actual pathfinder flight 
they must make a number of flights i 
of proven precision before they are 
allowed to wear the gilt eagle over 
the left breast pocket flap. The ] 
markers used by the pathfinders are 
short burning pyrotechnics which 
will indicate even through clouds. 
They are regularly replenished 
throughout the attack so that there 
is no likelihood of late arrivals be¬ 
ing misled. Wind speeds are calcu¬ 
lated carefully so that flares drift 
to the right points by the time the 
first part of the main bombing force 
arrives. 

W O Wagar. who says that most 
raids have their moments, in June 
of last year spent about 20 hours in 
a dinghy in the North Sea off the 
Dutch coast with the other mem¬ 
bers of a Halifax crew before being 
rescued by two Walrus planes. They 
were the onlv survivors from 42 
bombers missing after the raid. One 
night the plane he yeas in nearly 
collided with another bomber over 
Berlin and on another occasion he 
arrived home with two engines 
dead.

Glowing Tribute 

Giving the eulogy. Group Capt. 
John McN-ab, senior Protestant 
chaplain, No. 1 Training Command. 
R.C.AF, said in part: "Our sim¬ 
ple tribute in this quiet sanctuary 
is to one who was representative 
of all that is finest among our 
Anglo-Saxon fliers. Canada has a 
few glorious names in her album 
of great airmen, and another was 
added as Lloyd Chadburn was call¬ 
ed to meet the Greatest of Pilots. 

“History repeats itself In varied 
fashion. In tire days of Drake and 
Nelson our sailors swept the seas 
at a great price. Kipling wrote: 
‘If blood be the price of admiralty, 
Lord God, we had paid in full.” 
Now the richest blood of a new 
race of heroes is pouring forth to 
assure us mastery of the skies. 
Such supremacy is gained at a 
great price. 

"Lloyd Chadburn was more than 
a great individual flier. He was a 
resourceful and inspiring leader of 
men. I watched him train his 
squadron on an isolated Scottish 
airdrome for the great struggle at 
Dieppe and ail that followed. The 
power of his personality brought 
courage to his comrades in the air, 
and our United States allies in their 
Liberators and Fortresses used to 
speak of his fighter squadron as 
‘The Angel Squadron’ when the 
mantle of their protection was 
thrown around the bombers. Our 
great, young leader fought a good 
fight, finished his course and kept 
the faith.” 

The lesson was read by Rev. W 
F. Wrixon, St. Mary’s Anglican 
Church, Richmond Hill, a poem 
entitled "Is It Well With the Lad? 

It Is Well.” was read by Rev. R.

Oshawa Squadron Has 
Very Enviable Record 
Of Operational Action 


Has Shot Down 16 Enemy 
Aircraft As Well As Oth¬ 
ers Probably Destroyed 
and Damaged During 
Past Year 

London, CR.C.A.F. News Service)— 
The City of Oshawa squadron of 
the R.C.A.F., one of the crack units 
of the Canadian fighter wing in 
Britain, recently marked the end of 
their first year of operational flying 
and looked back on a creditable 
record of sorties against the enemy. 

A few days later, as the squadron 
piled up more and more operational 
hours in the improving summer 
weather, command of the outfit was 
taken over by Squadron Leader R. 
W. “Buck” NcNair, of 1546 Victoria 
Street, North Battleford, Sask., a 
veteran of air fighting over Malta, 
where he won the Distinguished 
Flying Cross. 

Before taUsig up their present 
duties flying the most advanced 
type of Spitfires in a highly opera¬ 
tion sector of Britain, the Oshawa 
squadron pilots had piled up many 
hundreds of hours of coastal and 
convoy patrol at various points in 
the country. 

Records compiled shortly after 
the end of their first year of ops 
showed that since moving to their 
present operational base some time 
ago, pilots of this squadron have 
given their figures of enemy aircraft 
destroyed an effective boost. 

The score when this was written, 
in the middle of a period of in¬ 
tense activity, was 16 enemy air¬ 
craft destroyed, as well as others 
probably destroyed and damaged. 

In addition to this score of air¬ 
craft attacked, a dozen locomotives 
had been shot-up on low-level 
sweeps over France and many other 
ground objectives, such as “flak'’ 
posts, signal boxes and army camps, 
had been attacked and strafed. 

Formed in 1941 

When the squadron was formed 
tn the fall of 1941, the command¬ 
ing officer was Squadron Leader 
P. C. Webb of the R.A.F., and the 
adjutant, Flight Lieutenant Jimmy 
Sinclair, federal members of Par¬ 
liament for North Vancouver, who 
later went to Africa. 

First taste of action for the squa¬ 
dron was when they were on the 
receiving end of a bombing and ma¬ 
chine gunning attack on their air¬ 
drome by a single raider in Nov¬ 
ember, 1941. 

Three months later. Squadron 
Leader L. V. Chadburn, later to win 
the D.F.C., took command, and 
three months later again the squa¬ 
dron drew first blood when a flight 
sergeant pilot attacked an HE 111, 
while on coastal patrol, probably 
destroying it. 

A Domier 217, shot down by 
Flight Lieutenant Phil Archer, then 
a flight commander in the squadron 
was the first enemy aircraft des¬ 
troyed by the Oshawa unit. Archer 
was awarded the D.F.C. in Septem¬ 
ber, 1942 the first “gong” won by 
a member of the outfit. He was 
later rested from operations and 
took charge of the gunnery section 
of the Canadian wing. 

Early in August, another Do 217 
was shot down by two pilots who 
were scrambled off the ground to 
intercept it. 

On the day of the Dieppe attack, 
the squadron made four sweeps over 
the French coast, successfully at¬ 
tacking 11 enemy aircraft without 
loss to themselves.

On September 30, four days after 
Archer received his D.F.C., a similar 
award was made to the C.O., S-L 
Chadburn, for his work with the 
squadron at Dieppe. 

When S L Chadburn, one of the 
youngest squadron commanders In 
the air force, completed his tour 
of operations early this year. Squa¬ 
dron Leader Boulton, D.F.C., of 
Coleman, Ala., now reported missing 
was promoted and took charge of 
the unit. 

Uses Fastest Type Planes 

The squadron has been flying the 
fastest type of Spitfires on opera¬ 
tions, and has been taking part in 
many long sweeps over enemy terri¬ 
tory. Some of their operations have 
«een purely fighter sweeps in co¬ 
operation with other units of the 

Canadian wing, while others have 
meant escorting Flying Fortresses 
and other bombers to their object¬ 
ives and back. 

It has been on these Fortress 
“dos” that a good deal of enemy 
fighter opposition has been en¬ 
countered, and on several bccasions 
the pilots have had to fight their 
way home through heavy attacks. 

Operatioons have taken the pilots 
deep into France on many bomb¬ 
ing shows and almost as far as Ant¬ 
werp when the big bombers have 
singled out targets there for attack. 
The C.O., S L ’•Buck'’ McNair, 

D. F.C., has shot down eight enemy 
machines during his career, two 
in Britain and six in Malta and is 
npw on his second tour of opera¬ 
tions. 

One of his flight commanders, 
Flight Lieutenant R. A. Buckham, 
2092 West 41st Ave., Vancouver, has 
a score of 4*4 destroyed, and also a j 
number of locomotives and ground 
targets attacked and damaged. 
Leader of the other flight, Flight 
Lieutenant R. H. ' Kelly'’ Walker, f 
350 Portage Rd., Stamford Centre, 
Ont., knocked down a German 
fighter during a scrap over France 
only a few days ago. 

Pilots in the Oshawa unit come 
from all parts of Canada, such as 
Pilot Officer J. C. McLeod, 137 Met¬ 
calfe St., St. John, N.B.; Flying Of¬ 
ficer J. A. Rae, 760 Spadina Ave., 
Toronto, who shot down a German 
fighter recently; Pilot Officer H. A. 
Terris, of Doaktown, N.B.; Sergeant 

E. G. Gall, of Keene, Ont; Serg¬ 
eant R. D. Booth, of 2746 Trinity 
Street, Vancouver; W.O.l L. G. D. 
Pow, of Moffat P.O., Sask.; Sergeant 
J. McKinnon, of Baldwin Apt, Win¬ 
nipeg, Man., and others. 

The squadron assumed its name 
after It was adopted by the City of 
Oshawa last summer. The city 
take particular interest in the ex¬ 
ploits of this squadron, and air and 
ground personnel have received 
gift-parcels from the people of the j 
city. 



Trainer Plane 
Crashes Near 



Pilot Officer J.fB. Nunn of 
Dresden Ontario Instant¬ 
ly Killed—Young Flier Is 
Recovering In Hospital 
At No. 20 E.F.T.S. 


Flight - Lieutenant Harris, 
medical officer in charge of the 
hospital at No. 20 E.F.T.S. told 
The Times-Gazette at noon to- 
day that the condition of L.A.C. 
R. J. Harries of Winnipeg, in¬ 
jured in the crash at Myrtle 
Station, “is satisfactorily.” 
He stated his injuries were sup¬ 
erficial and that he is resting 
nicely in the hospital at No. 20 
E.F.T.S. Dr. G. M. Rennie of 
Port Perry was the coroner 
called to investigate the death 
of Pilot Officer Nunn, and re¬ 
leased the remains to the 
R.C.A.F. 


Badly stunned and dazed, with 
one knee painfully cut and bruised, 
In an aeroplane crash which killed 
his R.C.A.F. instructor, pilot Offi¬ 
cer J. B. Nunn of Dresden, Ontario, 
LAC. Harries student pilot, required 
17 hours to stumble and crawl a 
mile and a half between periods of 
coma and unconsciousness to the 
nearest farmhouse to give first 
! news of the fatal crash, north 
and west of Myrtle Station early 
Friday morning. 

The w'ounded pilot did not reach 
the farm home of Philip Goreski, 
on a lonely sideroad about a mile 
from what was formerly High Point 
flag stop on the old Whttby-Port 
Perry C NH. line, until six o'clock 
Friday evening. The plan© which 
crashed was a Harvard twin- 
engine machine on a routine night 
navigation flight from Camp Bor¬ 
den to Oshawa and return. It had 
been reported missing early Friday 
and was the object of a widespread 
search all day Friday. None of the 
searching aircraft was able to spot 
the wrecked plane from the air as 
it had crashed In a dense woods. 
Even after the location was known 
to fliers, they were unable to dis- 
I cem any wreckage from the air.

Taken For Prisoner 

When the injured airman first 
I appeared near the Goreski farm 
' house he was taken for an escaped 
German war prisoner by Mrs. Olive 
Painter, wife of Harvey Painter, 
neighbor of the Goreski's. She saw 
him come shuffling along the road, 
mumbling unlntelllgently as he 
paused to lean against the Painter 
| car parked on the road in front of 
j their house for a brief rest. 

“When I saw him looking so 
muddy and dirty I got scared," 
stated Mrs. Painter to The Times- 
Gazette. “The first thought was 
that he was one of the escaped 
German prisoners so I ran across 
the road to Goreski's and asked Mr. 
Goreski to see who he was. My 
own husband wasn't at home at the 
time." 


Goreski’s first reaction was the 
same as Mrs. Painter's, that the 
man was Indeed an escaped Nazi. 

"He had on an old leather hel¬ 
met and his uniform was so cover¬ 
ed with mud, sand and weeds that 
it wasn't until I looked closer and 
saw the R.CA.F. insignia on his 
shoulder that I realized he was a 
Canadian flier,’’ related Goreski. 

The scene of the crash was about 
a mile west of the Goreski home, 
following the Infrequently used side- 
road, and then about a third of a 
mile north of the road across the 
sandy hills to woods on Harry Da¬ 
vis’s farm. The road is little more 
than a trail with weeds growing 
car high on either side of the road 
and scraping against passing vehi¬ 
cles. The bush where the plane 
crashed Is a dense one and not 
visible from the road. In the crash 
the plane clipped the top off the 
first few trees it touched and then, 
thrown downward, snapped off two. 
foot-thick trees which sheared off I 
the plane's wings at is careened to j 
earth. The plunging fuselage came ' 
to a dead stop when It crashed Into 
a tree which was all of two feet In 
diameter. The final Impact Is believ¬

Blame Advene Weather 

The accident resulted from ad¬ 
verse weather conditions, mostly 
light fog, according to the story 
told to Goreski by the young air¬ 
man. After flying to Oshawa from 
Camp Borden the plane headed 
back for the latter airport and on 
Its way back the fliers became lost. 
The instructor suggested that the 
pilot drop closer to earth in the 
hope of picking up some landmark 
which would enable them to get 
back on their course. That man¬ 
oeuvre proved fatal, the plane 
crashing into the woods. Had the 
plane been 20 feet higher in the air 
it would have cleared the bush or 
had it come down 50 feet further 
along its course the mishap might 
not have occurred. Apparently the 
fliers were unaware of the hilly ter¬ 
rain which reaches an elevation of 
mere than 1,100 feet above sea level 
in that district. 

After learning th e airman’s iden¬ 
tity as an R.CA.F. pilot, Goreski 
carried him to his farmhouse where 
Mrs. Goreski and Mrs. Painter ren¬ 
dered first aid while Mr. Goreski 
telephoned to No. 20 Elementary 
Flying Training School to advise 
them of the crash location and safe¬ 
ty of the surviving airman. Imme¬ 
diately the flyer was made comfort¬ 
able Goreski left to locate the 
wreckage as described by the air¬ 
man. Even with such directions 
Goreski was considerable time find¬ 
ing the plane, even though wreck¬ 
age was scattered over an area of 
200 yards or more. 

“The undergrowth was so dense 
that I came upon the main parts of 
the plane unexpectedly and was 
startled and horrified to see the 
Iwead airman’s body hanging sus¬ 
pended from the fuselage by his 
lamess." Goreski related with a 
hudder. 

Wreckage Under Guard 

After locating the wreckage he re- 
umed to his home, awaiting the 
irrival of the ambulance and a de¬ 
tail of airmen from No. 20 E.F.TH. 
He later guided them back to the 
wreckage where they mounted guard 
until relieved by a detail from Camp 
Borden, including an investigating 
officer. The latter arrived on the 
scene about 10.30 last night and af¬ 
ter viewing the wreckage and the 
body decided to leave further oper¬ 
ations until this morning, due to 
the rough character of the ground. 
The body was removed this morning 
and operations to recover usable

the airman who was fatally Injured 
In the highway accident, near the 
Rouge on Wednesday night of this 
week, was LAC. Donald Folkard, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Fred Folkard of 
Bethel, Prince Edward County. 

LAC. Folkard enlisted in the 
Royal Canadian Air Force at To¬ 
ronto on December 6th, 1941, as 
ground crew and took his mechan¬ 
ical training course at St. Thomas 
and Uplands. Ottawa. He was re- 
mustered to air crew last August 
and took a course at McGill Uni- 
'verslty and was then posted to No. 
6 I.T.S., Toronto, and last Monday 
reported at No. 20 Elementary Fly- 
! Ing School, Oshawa to train as pil¬ 
ot. 

There survive his parents, two 
brothers, Dufferin, at home and 
LAC. Hugh at Dartmouth, N.S., who 
is home on leave owing to his mo¬ 
ther’s illness. 

The late Donald Folkard was a 
member of the United Church, and 
an active member of Young Peo¬ 
ple's Society, was prominent in 
softball and was a highly esteemed 
young man. 

His father is prominent in the 
canning industry at Bethel and be¬ 
fore entry into the air force Donald 
was associated with his father in 
that business. 


parts of the wreckage were begun. 

To reach the scene of the crash 
from Oshawa it was necessary to 
drive north on No. 7 highway to 
Prospect Corners, two miles north 
of Myrtle Station, then a mile west 
half a mile north, and about a 
mile and a half further west. 

The long period which elapsed be¬ 
tween the time of the crash and 
when the injured airman reached 
the Goreski farm house was due 
entirely to his injuries. He appar- ! 
ently lay stunned and unconscious | 
at various points along his tortur¬ 
ous mile and a half journey for 
hours at a time. At one point there 
was evidence that he had lain in a 
sand pit in coma or deep sleep for 
a lengthy period. At other spots 
there were marks to Indicate he

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had either collapsed into further 
coma or had lain down to sleep or 
rest. Marks on the road showed he 
had limped, hobbled and stumbled 
along on his feet for varying dis¬ 
tances and had crawled along on 
one knee at other times. 

Injuries Not Serious 
His injuries are not considered’ 
serious. He had one very deep cut 
near the knee cap with other bone- 
deep cuts on the same leg between 
the knee and ankle. His one shoul¬ 
der was very badly bruised while his 
entire body was extremely sore from 
the terrible wrenching it had under- 
, gone in the crash. 

When the Oshawa R.CA.F. ambu. 
lance crew came to the Goreski 
i house to pick him up, the flier re¬ 
fused to permit the stretcher bear¬ 
ers to touch him because he was 
so sore.

Completely equipped In every de¬ 
tail and calulated to cater to the 
tastes of every student and member 
of the staff the new recreation hall 
at No. 20 Elementary Flying Train¬ 
ing School was opened recently. It 
is hoped that as time passes it will 
become one of the most popular 
centres at the school. 

Conveniently situated to the ad¬ 
ministration building and also to 
the various mess and living quart¬ 
ers,. the hall is of frame construc¬ 
tion and is of sufficient size to meet 
all demands which may be made 
upon It for some time to come. 
While it is difficult In some respects 
to arrange an organized sports pro- 
t gram, due to the training syllabus, 
the building will fill a long felt need 
and be a worthwhile addition to the 
facilities of the station. 

Many Uses For Hall 

The main part of the building Is 
giving over to a large room which 
can be used either for drill during 
Inclement weather during the win¬ 
ter season, as a theatre for the 
showing of motion pictures, for 
dances or for the playing of games. 
Finished In sand and brown with 
blue trim It Is decidedly restful to 
the eyes. Large windows, situated 
high above the floor provide more 
than ample Ughtfor daylight games 
while 24 hlghpower lights hung 
high above the floor will take care 
of night-time demands. 

The room is laid out for a regu¬ 
lation basketball court as well as 


for three badminton courts as well 
as volleyball. The very high truss- 
construction roof allows for the 
playing of these games without any 
height restrictions.

He came to Oshawa 
from Barriefleld, Ontario, and has 
been engaged in this type of work 
since late last year. As supervisor 
of the building he Is In charge of Its 
operation and the organizing of 
group and competitive games.

Officers’ Mess at No, 20 E.F.T ,S, 
Spacioiis And Well-Appointed

The lounge in the new officers’ 
mess at No. 20 E.F.T.S. would im¬ 
press a man as a spacious bright, 
comfortable room but a woman's 
eye, more accustomed to the small 
Interior decorating touches, would 
notice first the oil painting over the 
large stone fireplace. The painting 
is by Franz Jo’.nson and its a forest 
scene with patches of sun shining 
through the trees on the snow. 

The fireplace is an exceptionally 
large one and was the gift to the 
Mess of the civilian management. It 
is of matched stones, gathered from 
the nearby countryside and cut to 
uniform size. The mantel is of white 
cement. 

Facing the fireplace* is a maple 
•chesterfield with rose repp cushions. 
The coffee table in front of the 
chesterfield is a large mirror on na¬ 
tural birch legs. Chairs matching 
the chesterfield are grouped about 
on a rug of oriental design. The oc. 
caslonal tables are in natural birch. 

The furniture grouped before the 
fireplace Is noticed first upon enter¬ 
ing the room but there is much 
more furniture in the large lounge. 
Along the walls are chesterfields of 
off-white leather with matching 
chairs. A large refectory table In 
the centre of the room holds cur¬ 
rent magazines. 

The walls are covered with a pa¬ 
per which resembles grained wood 
and gives the appearance of hard¬ 
wood walls. The beamed celling Is 
stippled. 

Gay Striped Drapes 

Windows on two sides of the large 
room make the lounge a bright place 
for the officers to relax after hours 
and where they may entertain their 
friends. The drapes add to the gaie¬ 
ty of the loom and blend with the 
rugs and the furnishings. They are 
of monk's cloth In horizontal stripes 
of gray and rose, with the latter 
color shading to a deep maroon. 

The building for the officers is the 
newly-erected one at the southwest 
part of the station. The lounge and 
games room and dining room are 
one story in construction while the 
living quarters are two stories high. 

Games Room Included 

The games room Is furnished to 
provide recreation for the officers 
and there are blue leather and wal¬ 
nut chairs and chesterfields as well 

r 


as a number of chintz covered ches¬ 
terfield and chairs. There are 
enough card tables to accommodate 
the gin rummy and bridge players, 
while a ping pong table provides 
more active recreation. Equipment 
for really strenuous exercise is 
housed in the new recreation hall. 

Did you ever notice that when you 
enter a room for the first time there 
is one item which attracts your at¬ 
tention? It may be a chair, a pic¬ 
ture as it is in the lounge at the 
Officers' Mess, or it may be a curio 
of some type. In the games room at 
the Officers’ Mess, it is the rug. A 
large blue rug at the ends of which 
are R.C.A.F. crests. 

Dining Hall Is Large 

The new din' hall for the of¬ 
ficers Is furnished in maple with 
tables and chairs in that wood. 
There are windows on two sides of 
the long room, and the hardwood 
floors set off the maple furniture to 
advantage. There is ample accom¬ 
modation for all the afficers In the 
dining hall, and it is here that the 
officers may entertain their friends 
at a buffet supper Sunday nights. 


Two events were celebrated at 
No. 20, E.F.T.S. last evening when 
members of the R.C.A F. and civi¬ 
lian staffs and the trainees and 
guests were entertained at a dance. 
The two events were the official 
opening of the recently-completed 
recreational hall, and a celebration 
of the school’s Victory Loan drive 
which was oversubscribed on the 
second day of the campaign to the 
extent that the school received the 
three-star flag. 

The large main recreation room 
of the new hall provided ample 
space for the large number of dan¬ 
cers in attendance. The stage was 
decorated with a large red and

■drive. Boyd Valleau's orchestra was 
seated on the stage and provided 
excellent music. The program wa3 
arranged by Flying Officer Keith 
Bedford and the entertainment 
committee assisted by Ed.

HU numerous friends in Oshawa, 
Toronto and Regina will be pleased 
to know that F.O. Reginald St. J.

Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Rogers 
Thornton’s Comers were notified 
yesterday that their son. Pilot Of¬ 
ficer T. Aubrey Rogers, who was re¬ 
ported missing after aerial opera¬ 
tions over Metz on June 29, is now 
to be considered missing, believed 
killed. The telegram advised that 
information from the International 
Red Cross, quoting German infor¬ 
mation, has stated that P/O Rogers 
lost his life on June 29. 

Bom in England, P/O Rogers, 
who was 39, was brought to Canada 
at the age of six. the family taking 
up residence in Toronto, where he 
was educated. At the time of his 
enlistment, P/O Regers was employ¬ 
ed as an operator at the Hydro 
Electric Power Commission's plant 
at Conaston. 

His wife, formerly Elsie Boxer of 
St. Catharines, is residing in To¬ 
ronto and they have one daughter, 
Dora, 16, Rnd one son, Orenville, 17. 
His parents moved to Thornton’s 
Comers on Mr. Rogers' retirement 
from the Toronto police force. 

Enlisting in 1939, R.C.AF. au¬ 
thorities were unwilling to send him 
overseas on account of his age. 
Anxious to see service overseas, 
however. he was finally transferred 
from Manning Pool to Quebec 
where he trained for a month pre¬ 
vious to going overseas last No¬ 
vember. 

Besides his parents, wife and 
j children, he Is survived by one sis¬ 
ter. Mrs. E. Jackson, Liverpool, Eng¬ 
land, with whom he spent his 
leaves while in England.

Officer Ian McLane Horton, son of 
M-. and Mrs. J. C. Horton. 322 King 
S :et West, is reported missing 
while on an operational flight over 
the Atlantic on the night of April 1. 

The family received the sad news i 
on Monday morning of this week 
and on Wednesday received another 
wire stating that F/O Horton was 
on an operational flight accompan¬ 
ied by a navigator and two wireless 
air gunners and that the body of 
one of the members of the crew 
had been recovered at sea but as 
yet no trace had been found of the 
others. 

Worked at Motors 

Bom at Sylvan Lake, Alberta, on 
January 2, 1921, P/O Horton at¬ 
tended Centre Street and West- 
mount Public Schools and the 
O.C.V.I. He then lived for four 
years in Calgary, Alta., where he I 
finished his education. Prior to his 
enlistment in Toronto in August, 
1942. he was employed In the Pur¬ 
chasing Department at General 
Motors. , 

P/O Horton trained at Toronto, 
Camp Borden and Goderich and 
graduated and received his com¬ 
mission at Hagersville on Septem¬ 
ber 17. 1943. He then took an ad¬ 
vanced training course at a Prince 
Edward Island station and recently 
was stationed at Debert, Nova Sco¬ 
tia. He had only recently been pro¬ 
moted to the rank of Flying Officer 
although it had not been formally 
presented. 

A despatch, relating to the acci¬ 
dent on the flight of April 1, has 
been received from Halifax as fol¬ 
lows: 

Recover One Body 

Halifax. April 6.—A lone airman's 
body found floating in a rubber 
dinghy on the Atlantic gave RCAF 
officials the only clue to the fate of 
four flyers missing since Saturday 
night on a flight from the air sta¬ 
tion at Debert, N.S. 

The Eastern Air Command here 
announced an RCAF crash boat, 
one of several searching the sea for 
several days, had found the dinghy 
and the dead airman bobbing on 
the sea. Neither his name nor those 
of his three companions on the 
night flight were disclosed. 

They manned ft Hudson bombe: 
which left Debert on a routine 
flight. RCAF planes took up the 
search and it was Tuesday morning 
when one of the planes sighted a 
dinghy riding the waves in a fog- 
wisped sea. 

Word was flashed to the crash 
boat station at Halifax and the 
speedy sea-going “detector" headed 
into the Atlantic to pick up the 
dinghy. After an eight-hour voyage 
at a fast clip the detector halted 
alongside the tiny rubber boat, 
standard equipment on RCAF 
bombers. The man aboard her was 
dead of shock and exposure and 
there was no trace of his compan¬ 
ions. 

There was no sign of the plane 
, and presumably It had crashed Into 
I the orer.n and the others had no 
i chance to escape. Next-of-kin have 
| been notified.

Capable Air Gunner 
Conveying his great sympathy to 
he family, Wing Commander Rol- 
ings stated that the Oshawa young 
nan was a most capable air gun- 
ler and member of an excellent

enemy. 

Pit. Sgt. Marks was attached to a 
Royal Alj- Force squadron and was 
the onlv Canadian in his crew, all 
the rest being English lads. For 
marked ability In action he was 
promoted from the rank of sergeant 
In September last.

Among the first R.C.A.F. person 
nel to return to Canada by air. was 
Flying Officer D. R. “Don" York, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. G. H. York, 
49 Buckingham Ave., who returned 
to Oshawa early yesterday morning.

Enlisting on March 11, 1943, at 
Toronto, he received his training as 
an air bomber at Lethbridge and 
No. 4 I.TS. at Edmonton where 
he graduated and received his com¬ 
mission to the rank of Pilot Officer. 
Following his arrival overseas In 
June of last year, Don completed 
six operations over enemy territory. 
In describing these operations he 
simply says, “other than a bit of 
flak and a few fighters there was 
nothing exciting, we never had any 
casualties.'

We had no time 
to notify parents or families." 

'The boys overseas are exception¬ 
ally well treated by the English 
people and the measly rations they 
receive are gladly shared with us, if 
we happen to be visiting”, he said 
in describing the treatment given 
to the Canadian boys overseas. "I 
enjoyed my life there, but the food 
in Canada is one hundred per cent, 
better than they receive."

The object of the Fund is accom¬ 
plished. Mrs. Dickson said, in the 
| following ways: By providing cash 
j when it is needed, secured by pro- 
I missory notes; by helping appli- 
] cants to obtain permanent assis¬ 
tance from the responsible Govem- 
! ment Departments, if any; by 
< grants, if no Government assistance 
is available and the applicants’ 
means do not permit repayment of 
any advances made; by loans where 
applicants’ resources are adequate 
but temporary assistance is requir¬ 
ed, and finally by submission to 
Governmental Departments con- 
. cerned when experience leads to the 
belief certain rulings warrant j 
amendment. 

Those administering the Benevo- i 
lent Fund, Mrs. Dickson asserted, j 
find that many cases fail to obtain 1 
the assistance to which they are | 
entitled. The following agencies; 
have been set up to assist Air Force 
service personnel; Department of 
National Defence (Air); Depend¬ 
ents’ Allowance Board; Dependents’ 
Board of Trustees; Canadian Fen- 
>ions Commission and Department 
of Veterans’ Affairs. 

A wide range of persons are eli¬ 
gible for assistance from the Fund. 
Mrs. Dickson said and proceeded to 
mention the four classes: Serving 
personnel and their dependents; 
dependents of deceased and missing 
personnel, former members of the 
R.C.A.F. and their dependents and 
members of allied Air Forces while 
.attached to R.C.A.F. units in Can¬ 
ada and their dependents while re¬ 
sident in Canada. 

Among the thousand of casee 
handled monthly by the R.C.A.FJ 
Benevolent Fund are (a) widow/ 
where pension action is delayed, 
(b) widows on pension with abnor¬ 
mal expenses, (c) personnel follow¬ 
ing discharge, awaiting gratuities, 
out of work benefits, employment 
or additional grants. 

Most of these, said Mrs. Dickson, 
were unaware of their rights under 
Governmental provisions and their 
case was initiated and pressed by 
the Fund. 

The Civilian Committees set up in 
hundreds of communities across 
Canada have the power to grant 
upon investigation but without re¬ 
ference to higher authority up to 
$150.00 in emergency, Mrs. Dickson 
revealed.

An Advanced Allied Airfield in

British and American 
troops forged across the lower Rhine 
Friday night, a share of the river 
battle already was completed bv 
pilots, photographers, technicians 
and interpreters of the R.C.A.F. City 
or Toronto Reconnaissance Squad- 
don. 

In unarmed superspeed Spitfires 
flying at 25,000 to 30.000 feet, the? 
had photo-mapped IS,000 square 
miles of Germany. 

Daily for a month these airmen 
flew along the Rhine taking picture* 
to disclose every new gun battery 
and other developments in German 
defense. 

Four days before the attack began 
one photo brought back by F.O. 
Paul Barton of Oshawa caused the 
plan of attack for one unit to be 
shifted. Another photo showed 
many new gun positions which we:a 
not there a few days before. 

One set of pictures urgently re¬ 
quested by the army had to be tak¬ 
en at 13,000 feet, where flak and 
fighters were worst. That Jcb was 
djjne by Fit. Lt. J. A. (.Tony) Ste¬ 
phens of Leader, Sask, and F.O. G. 
A. Hozy of Scarboro Junction, Ont. 

The first run along the river aim¬ 
ed specifically at photographs was 
made Jan. 21 by Fit. Lt. Ernie Grif¬ 
fin of Guelph, using a stcroseops 
camera providing duplicate photos 
which when overlapped present a 
vivid panorama with three dimen¬ 
sional depth—the same equipment 
is in all photo reconnaissance air¬ 
craft—Griffin provided pictures 
from which expert army Interpre¬ 
ters could even estimate the hcicut 
of the river bank at likely bridging 
points. 

From then on. every day for a 
month, the operation was repeat'd 
along the river so the army could 
spy out every shift and addition to 
the enemy's defenses.

IN PIGEON SQUAD

ACJ2 Philip Horton, 24-year old 
Oshawa ainnan is a member of the 
R.C.AF. pigeon squad in Halifax, 
it was learned this morning. The 
training of pigeons and their use in 
carrying messages is a vitally im¬ 
portant branch of the air force, it 
was learned in conversation with 
J. C. Horton, 322 Kingston Hoad W., 
the father of the young "pigeoneer.” 

I Mor. Horton said his younger son, 
Ian, is also in the R.C.A J 1 . at Gode¬ 
rich. Both boys attended West- 
mount Public School and the 
O.C.V.I. 

R.C.A.P. planes on coastal patrol 
today carry homing pigeons to send 
back word of any trouble in the 
event their radios go dead. “The 
pigeon has its limitations even 
though it is the gamest of birds," 
states an offioer in charge of this 
service. “Under ordinary conditions 
the bird has a speed of flight of 40 
miles an hour. It will not fly in 
darkness, fog or mist. The greatest 
distance over which a bird can re¬ 
turn home under favorable condi¬ 
tions is 650 miles per day or 1,065 
miles in 48 hours flying time. 

“If an airplane is brought down 
and the occupants are in a position 
similar to the lads who were recent¬ 
ly found on ice floes, a pigeon i 
would be very valuable. Even when 
a pilot takes to the silk, if he takes 
the bird out of its basket and tucks 
its head inside his flying suit, he 
has a chance of getting a message 
out, despite his landing far from 
human habitation. Another place 
for the pigeon is when radio silence 
must be kept." 

The Oshawa pigeon expert came 
here with his family 17 years ago. 
Before enlisting, he was employed In 
the Imperial Bank. LAC. Ian Hor¬ 
ton was employed in the purchas¬ 
ing department at General Motors 
before Joining the air force. The 
father of the two young airmen, J. 
C. Horton was formerly manager of 
the London Life Assurance Comp¬ 
any for Central Ontario.
